Hobart Senior High School II 


"A Dream Came True" for 800 students last 
fall when Hobart Senior High School II opened 
its new doors. 

Planning and much hard work by the students , 
faculty, and Hobart citizens have helpedto make 
this dream come true. 

In 1845 formal education in Hobart was born in 
a one-room oak-log schoolhouse on Center 
Street where the Masonic Temple now stands. 
Not until 1877 was there an actual building 


where Hobart Senior High I stood. At that time 
it was known as Hobart Township High School 
and extended its facilities to those living as far 
north as Marquette Park and as far south as 
Ross Township. The year 1900 marked the 
official commissioning of Hobart Senior High 
School I, and by 1910 it was a consolidated 
school. Additions were added to this building 
in 1910 and again in 1939. Pupils attended this 
high school until the fall of '58 when the^ 
moved into the new Hobart Senior High School II 
that was designed by Schutt Haley Architect. 
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For the first time in Hobart's history the high 
school now includes only the three upper 
classes. 

Hobart Senior High School II besides having 
a gym with the seating capacity of 2,800, has 
also combined a cafeteria and auditorium 
(cafetorium). Unlike the old high school, this 
school combines the cafeteria, the gym, the 
shops and the band portable into the main 
building. This school has given students a 
chance to learn and study with the finest and 
most up-to-date equipment. 


The 1959 graduating class was not only thefirst 
to graduate from this new $1,300,000 school, but 
it was the largest graduating class in Hobart's 
history. It exceeded all graduating classes 
with a total of 299 receiving their diplomas. 


This new building had given us many advan- 
tages in helping Hobart High grow in stature 
and in name. It is up to you who follow to 
add to the achievements that Hobart students 
have made in the past.

Mathematics contributes directly and in- 
directly to most phases of modern civilization — 
directly because math itself is necessary for 
the development and use of the other sciences 
which are indispensable foundations of applied 
sciences and arts. This means that anyone 
who expects to study any of the sciences and 
the technical courses dependent upon them, 
such as engineering, pharmacy, medicine, 
architecture, designing, etc., must first study 
the fundamental courses in mathematics. High 
school mechanics find it necessary to use the 
rules or formulas for computing areas and 
volume and other mathematics in their daily 
work.

Brickies Harriers once again presented a 
strong cross-country crew this year to keep 
a distinction which has marked Hobart all- 
time runners of Coach Frank Kurth. State 
champions last year, the Brickie Harriers, 
with only regulars Ray Isakson and Windell 
Claxton returning from the grand slam '57 
squad, rose to the occasion once again with a 
third place climax in the state championship 
meet. The '50 and '54 Harriers squads also 
placed third, while the '55 aggregation were 
state meet runners up.

My remarks will be directed in tribute to my 
colleagues — the classroom teachers. 

New buildings, shiny equipment, and modern 
textbooks are important, but sometimes we become 
so possessed with these that we forget the truly in- 
dispensible phase of any school — the teacher. Mark 
Hopkins once said: "Give me a log with a child on 
one end and a teacher at the other and I will give 
you a school."
